The Moody Bible Institute of Chicago 
honored Antioch resident Dr. George 
Sweeting on April 28 at dedication 
services for a new academic building and 
learning resources center in his name.

This five-level learning center serves the 
academic hub of MBI's 17-acre, inner-city 
Chicago campus and will become the 
focal point for the preparation of a new 
generation of career personnel fro the work 
of Christ, according to MBI President Dr.

The Sweeting Center houses classrooms 
and faculty offices, offices for the school's 
Department of World Missions, and an 
instructional television studio and 
communications center for the training of 
Christian communicators.

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Simulated space shuttle flights set for students

Space is the final frontier and 
several Antioch Upper Grade students 
hope to feel like pioneers on May 5 
when the first of five planned space 
simulation missions begin. 

AUGS, along with several other 
local schools including Emmons 
School, is in its second year of 
participating in the simulated shuttle 
launch program. 

The simulated space shuttle 
missions, one of which is an 
overnight stay, will enable the student 
astronauts to experience what it feels 
like to be in space, except for the 
weightlessness. 

"I hope the kids like it," said AUGS 
Science Department Chair Bob 
Brown. "Maybe they will realize that 
space flight is more work than it is 
glamorous." 

Brown, with the help of AUGS 
teachers Dcbe Dankcl, Margret 
Schcrer, Jay Marshal and Pat 
Hastings, has organized and prepared 
the 40 some students participating in 
the simulated shuttle missions. 

The five eight-hour missions will 
originate from the school's shuttle 
simulator placed in the library. The 
simulator will house the crew for each 
mission for their duration in simulated 
space. 

Additional support has also come 
from the Lake County Business 
Industry Education Consortium, a 



group of business and education 
leaders who wish to enhance the 
student's learning of math, science and 
technology. 

"The kid can really learn something 
especially if we can make it fun," said 
Jerry Gudauskas, executive director of 
the consortium. 

The consortium has made it 
possible for the students to meet and 
talk to real NASA astronauts here in 
Lake County. For example, on May 
6, NASA Right Engineer Jim Lomas 
will discuss his responsibilities for 
the Hubble Telescope from 
Huntsville, Ala. Lomas is former area 
resident who graduated from Grant 
High School and the College of Lake 
County. 

Another opportunity for the 
students to meet a real astronaut is on 
May 20, NASA Astronaut Janice 
Voss will participate in student 
simulations and give presentations 
during the corsortium's second annual 
"Habitat Rendezvous", where shuttle 
crews from all over Lake County plan 
to participate. 

The simulated shuttle missions, 
based on real shuttle mission 
schedules and data, will parallel real 
NASA missions through the use of 
computers, video cameras and 
telephones. 

"Anyone will be able to watch what 
is going on inside the shuttle through 
a video link-up and a television in the 
Mission Control Center," said Brown. 

There are six positions that the 



student astronauts will fill in each 
crew. These include: mission 
commander, medical officer, computer 
technician, communications officer, 
science officer and an astronaut in 
mission control. 

Computer simulation programs will 
enable the mission commander to 
command and guide the shuttle during 
the pre-launch, launch, and landing 



phases of the shuttle mission. 

"The mission commander will have 
to control the shuttle like a real 
mission commander would have to in 
real life," said Brown. 

Computer programs and modems 
will enable the crew to get real 
weather maps and other information 
necessary for the authenticity of the 
simulation.

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5% tax cap 
property tax

Despite the passage of the 5 percent tax 
cap last year, many Antioch Township 
residents will receive larger property tax 
bills in the mail this week. 

The 1992 township property tax bills 
will increase at least 6 percent due to an 
increase in the assessed valuation of the 
township, said Township Assessor Cliff 
Houghton. 

Tax bill increases arc expected at near 6 
percent for Antioch residents and at 7 
percent for Township residents. 

The misunderstanding about the tax cap 
arises from the belief that the tap cap is 
designed to reduce the overall tax bill 
increases by 5 percenL 

The reality is that the tax cap is only 
designed to eliminate yearly double digit 
increases from taxing bodies like schools, 
said Houghton. 

"If your assessed valuation goes up, 
your taxes will go up," said Houghton. 
The assessed valuation of the township 



won't limit 
bill hikes 

increased SIS million from $235 million 
in 1990 to $250 million in 1991. 

"We in the assessor's office don't set the 
taxes," said Houghton. "The value of 
property has gone up because 
Northwestern Lake County is a good place 
to live and people are willing to pay for 
it" 

For example, a 65- by 50- foot lot that 
sold for $80,000 a few years ago, is 
selling today at $250,000 if it is near a 
lake. 

"Water property is at a premium, " said 
Houghton. 

Houghton, who uses a three-year sale 
cycle to determine the market value of a 
piece of property, estimates if the tax cap 
were not in effect, property tax increases 
in Antioch Township would have been in 
the double digits this year. 

Residents can expect to receive their tax 
bills before May 9.

evening, "rain or shine." 

A typical day will run 
from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m. or so 
with breakfast, lunch, 
dinner and breaks provided 
to workers, depending on 
the shift or number of shifts 
they work. 

"We will have portable 
lights and power available if 
we have to work in the dark 
due to the fact the Leather's 
group feels that we need to 
be at a certain point in the 
construction by the end of 
Friday," said Axton 

The playground, located 
in in what is now called 
Centennial Park, will be 
built in the "old-fashioned 
barnraising style" by the 
Robert S. Leathers 
Architects group, who have 
designed some 650 similar 
but unique playgrounds 
around the United States in 
the past 20 years. 

The playground design is 
unique to Antioch because 
it was designed from ideas 
given to the Leathers group 
in October by the local 
children who will use the 
facility. 

These ideas include 
swinging platforms, shaky 
bridges and various slides 
for the children's 
enjoyment. The main 
attraction could be the 
funhouse complete with 
mirrors or the haunted 
house near the seating area. 

One of the most unique 
features is the use of special 
compressing wood chips 



that will make most of the 
playground wheelchair 
accessible to the physically 
challenged. 

"We wanted to make the 
entire playground accessible 
to everyone," said 
Centennial Playground 
Committee Coordinator Ted 
Axton. 

Under the Americans with 
Disabilities Act, at least a 
portion of the playground 
must be handicapped 
accessible. Centennial Park 
will have all of its 12,000 
square feet available to 
everyone who uses the park, 
said Axton. 

Fund raising for 
construction will continue 
up to the building date. The 
Committee needs about 
$60,000 to pay for the 
project, but expects that the 
park will be worth some 
$150,000 after completion 
due to the cost of labor, 
which will be done strictly 
by volunteers from the 
community. 

Axton said everyone will 
be able to help out in the 
construction of the 
playground. 

"If you can put a little 
nail in a little board and a 
big nail in a big board, you 
arc qualified to give us a 
hand,' said Axton. 

Various fund raising 
efforts have been ongoing 
to help pay for the 
playground. 

Fund raisers include the 
selling of l-shirls, bricks, 



boards and a "Centennial 
man" contest hosted by the 
Junior Women's Club.

From the 
local newspaper to the local 
grocery store, many 
Antioch businesses 
participated and donated to 
this unique event 

In addition to those local 
merchants, the PM&L 
theater helped pay for the 
park by having a benefit 
performance of Neil 
Simon's "Brighton Beach 
Memoirs" on April 30.

The costs arc based on en- 
rollment It is a comprehensive member- 
ship, including four days of inservicc. 

•Millburn Cain & Co. was approved to 
do the 1992 fiscal year audit 

•In upcoming issues, the board is ex- 
pected to receive quotations at its May 1 1 
meeting for improvements to the parking 
area in front of the school. 

The board is also expected to discuss an 
update on the proposal from Principal 
Gary Cybul on the computer lab, and non- 
graded evaluations. Dr. Shcrrcl Bcrgmann, 
a professor at National Louis-University, 
will be working with the district in the 
next step of its long-range planning pro- 
cess. A steering committee of 15 volun- 
teers is in the process of being formed.

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Politics comes first 



With an abundance of role models at 
close hand, it's a wonder Fox Lake and 
Wauconda are taking so long deciding 
what system would best suit needs for 
modern, efficient municipal 
administration. 

Officials of both villages are certain that 
their communities have outgrown the 
time-honored president-board system 
where elected officials direct the 
activities of employes without the 
assistance of middle management. 

Libertyvillc and Mundclein have highly 
successful quarter-century histories of 
working with salaried administrators 
hired to supervise and direct day-to-day 
operations. Two of Lake County's most 
rapidly growing villages, Gurncc and 
Grayslake, attribute the smoothness of the 
trauma of expansion to the fact that 
professional managers arc on the job. 
Two of the county's newer villages, for 
example, Lindcnhurst and Vernon Hills, 
adopted managerial form early on. 
Following more traditional avenues, 
Waukegan, North Chicago and Round 
Lake Beach have full-time mayors paid to 
be the chief administrative officer. 
Alternative administrative systems are 
ample. 



Fox Lake is walking a tight rope toward 
full-time management with a recent 
council decision to raise the mayor's pay 
from $7,000 to $15,000 and require that 
the mayor work a minimum of 20 hours 
per week. Current Fox Lake Mayor Frank 
Meier has doubts that the monetary 
increase will motivate the right people for 
the job. 

Wauconda Mayor James P. Keaglc has 
been pushing for a village administrator 
for a long-lime, but the effort as been 
deprioritized by the village council's more 
than 12-month struggle over the 
controversial Roncy Farm annexation . 
Kcagle envisions Wauconda getting an 
administrator along the lines of Kenneth 
Marabella, Mundclein administrator, or 
Robert Kiely, Lake Forest city manager, 
who will be making presentations on how 
the manager system works. 

Proponents for administrative changes 
typically base their argument in business 
terms — "the village is a big business; 
modern management techniques are 
necessary." Wrong. This viewpoint 
overlooks the fact that village government 
is politics. The reality of the process of 
change is that politics comes First.

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Struggle for justice a never-ending quest

Law Day, which occurs on May 1, is 
in the truest sense a celebration by the 
American people of their liberties and 
equality and justice under the law. 

This year's Law Day theme is 
"Struggle For Justice." This is particu- 
larly appropriate as many people world- 
wide have recently won their freedom from 
totalitarian Communism. With the recent 
events in Russia and over Soviet re- 
publics, we should pause to contemplate 
our own constitutional rights and. liberties 
which we often take for granted. 

In America, no one is denied access to 
justice, even when that access is viewed as 
cumbersome and often more of a problem 
than a solution. Access to justice today is 
often seen as too costly and too available 
to litigants with questionable causes of 
action. 

Notwithstanding burgeoning civil and 
criminal caseloads, our legal system con- 
tinues to remain open to all to determine 
truth, to right wrongs, and to mete out 
justice and fairness. In today's modem 
cost-conscious society, the challenge for 
judges is to provide a legal system that 
continues to function and that also con- 
tinues to provide justice. This sometimes 
means imposing sanctions upon those 



who abuse it. It also means judges' mov- 
ing their dockets so that spurious lawsuits 
and delay tactics are not permitted to block 
or paralyze the system and that justice be 
delivered and not delayed. This is an 
enormous task. 

There are many programs and services 
by which the Lake County judiciary pro-

vides easy access for the public. The most 
fundamental service provided by Lake 
County judges is their effort to keep their 
dockets current and up-to-date. 

Although the Lake County bench has 
one of the highest caseloads per judge in 
the State of Illinois, we make it our busi- 
ness to dispose of cases efficiently, justly, 
an din considerably less time than the vast 
majority of other jurisdictions in Illinois. 

The Lake County judiciary has repeat- 
edly been first in the state in a number of 
areas with the least period of time from 
filling to disposition of cases. We are 
proud of these accomplishments. 

The Lake County judiciary has estab- 
lished a Judicial Speakers' Bureau, which 
has been developed by the Circuit Court 
judges of Lake County for the purpose of 



increasing the public's knowledge and un- 
derstanding of the judicial system. Judges 
are available to fraternal, civic and service 
groups to speak on a variety of topics. 
The Speakers' Bureau assures that judges 
not lose touch with the public that we 
serve. 

The development of a mandatory arbi- 
tration program also is designed to provide 
service to the community. Under this 
program, arbitrators from the local bar as- 
sociation resolve certain civil cases fairly 
and efficiently. This alternative dispute 
resolution saves the people of Lake 
County time and money in concluding 
litigation. 

A traffic diversion program has been 
put in place this past year. Under this 
program, citizens who receive moving vi- 
olations may arrange for a four hour safe 
driving course by mail without having to 
go to court and taking off time from 
work. Once the four hour safe driving 
course is completed, the case is dismissed 
without there being a blot against the 
citizen's driving record. 

Though the Lake County judiciary 
constantly seeks means by which court 
procedures can be made simpler, faster and 
less costly, the fundamental focus of the 
Lake County judiciary continues to be the 
providing of justice to those- who seek it

in our courts and keeping our dockets cur- 
rent so that justice will not be delayed or 
denied. That "struggle for justice" never 
ends.

Problems communities facing rapid 
suburban growth are deteriorating infras- 
tructure, rising capital costs, declining 
state and federal assistance, growing un- 
popularity for G.O. bonds and a need for 
tax relief. Developer impact fees provide 
bonds and a need for tax relief from the 
aforementioned problems as well as dis- 
couraging leapfrog development and pro- 
moting affordable housing, (as has been 
proven in a study done in Broward 
County, Florida). 

The ones who benefit the most from 
lack of impact fees arc, No. 1 the land 
speculator and Nb.2 the developer. 

The two losers are, No. 1 the schools 
and No. 2 you the taxpayer. The majority 
of land in Lake County and collar counties 
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is now owned by land speculators and/or 
developers. They have a special interest in 
discouraging impact fees. Land speculators 
and developers invest a lot of money in 
candidates who they know will look away 
from reasonable impact fees. They also 
convince local business people that they 
are a benefactor from lack of impact fees. 
This is not true. When the economics of a 
community starts failing, so do the mer- 
chants. Boom County! Bust Budget! 

Many slates, bearing the brunt of de- 
velopment to near financial ruin are now 
extracting a minimum of $7,000 per unit 
in developer impact fees. I'm told that 
some communities in other slates are as 
high as $21,000 per unit.

Putting society at risk

The death of Baby Theresa in Florida 
has reopened the debate over anencephalic 
babies. In August of 1988, Loma Linda 
Hospital in California suspended its 
experimental anencephalic donor program. 
Their attempts to harvest organs after 



placing live bom anencephalic children on 
respirators to await death of the brain 
system failed. In 1988 Loma Linda 
physicians learned through their program 
that anencephalic babies did not die from 
clinical brain death. 

The societal debate over brain dealh has 
been reopened. Many complex legal and 
ethical issues arise when medicine begins 
to isolate a specific category of severely 
handicapped infants solely for the purpose 
of using their organs. 

The concept of utilizing anencephalic 
children as organ donors opens up an area 
that society needs to address - the 
utilitarian idea that one's worth is based 
totally on what benefit one can be to 
others. 

Society should be reminded the issue of 
brain deaths, whether in infants or adults is 
not a diagnoses that should be made 
prematurely or with other interests such as 
organ transplantation in mind. It is of the 
utmost importance that the diagnoses of 
death be accurate. 

The placing of Baby Theresa on a 
respirator for any period of time to await 
brain death is not only erroneous but 



misleading the public as well as 
prolonging the dying process. Neither 
parents, not their children are served by 
such unethical medical practices. 

Medicine's role is one of healer and 
when that outcome is impossible then 
comforter - never killer. Society's role is 
one of protection. It is the role of society 
to care for and protect its weakest member. 
If that role is usurped then we arc all at 
risk.

is zoned industrial. Village 
trustees want to encourage 
the acreage fronting Rte. 
120 for commercial uses, 
but not heavier uses such as 
a lumber yard or junk yard.

It is from stories like these where Pro 
Circle Golf gets its national exposure, 
from word of mouth.

A lesson in powerlessness 



UNITED KINGDOM, January 
1988 — Amnesty International learns 
Iraqul security forces fed thallium 
poison to at least 40 political 
opponents and calls for the govern- 
ment to investigate reports of the 
incidents.

Thallium, a heavy metal, Is com- 
monly used as rat poison. 

A spokesperson for the organi- 
zation said killing of suspected 
political opponents included children 
and young people. Amnesty 
International reports said Iraqui 
security forces hanged, shot, 
decapitated, deliberately bled people 
to death and poisoned the political 
opponents and their relatives. Many 
killed in secret appear to have been 
tortured: Bodies handed back to 
relatives are reported to have had 
eyes gouged out and fingernails 
pulled out, the spokesperson said. 

"People would not learn enough 
from the holocaust," said Lisa 
Dcrman, a member of the Polish 
underground during World War II. 
She was imprisoned in three ghettos 
in Poland and Lithuania during the 
war. Derman is chairwoman of the 
Skoklc-based Holocaust Found- 
ation's speaker's bureau. 

UNITED KINGDOM, August 
1988— More than 55,000 Iraqul Kurds 
flee to Turkey from northern Iraq to 
escape military attacks by Iraqui 
government forces on civilian targets 
using, among other things, chemical 
weapons, Amnesty International 
reports. 

"Until this day, people suffer, fight 
for their freedom," Derman said. 



UNITED KINGDOM, September 
1988— Amnesty International Issues 
an appeal to the United Nations 
Security Council to act immediately 
to stop the massacre of Kurdish 
civilians by Iraqui forces. In Its 
appeal, the organization said the 
mass killings are part of a systematic 
and deliberate policy by the Iraqui 
government to eliminate large 
numbers of Kurds. "This was being 
done as a punishment for their 
imputed political sympathies and in 
retaliation for the activities of 
opposition Kurdish forces," said a 
spokesperson for Amnesty Inter- 
national. 

"Saddam Hussein is a Hitler too. 
All of us together must do something 
to stop people like this at the very 
beginning. We always must respond 
and be vigilant and stop atrocities of 
that sort. Remember the lesson of the 
holocaust," Derman said. 

UNITED KINGDOM, June 1990— 
Amnesty International is concerned 
about the fate of an estimated 27,500 
Iraqul Kurds who are currently in 
refugee camps in southeast Turkey. 

UNITED STATES, April 1992— "Be 
vigilant. Hitler did not come into 
power with bullets, he came in with 
ballots," Derman said. "We must 
remember. Educate. Educate. 
Educate. We must not discriminate. 
We must not hate, and we must make 
our young aware of the tragedy that 
brought the holocaust: Injustice. 
Discrimination. Hatred. Taking away 
people's liberties. Their rights. It was 
done gradually, and the world 
watched. The world was silent and 
the Jews powerless because they 
didn't have a country of their own." 



Holocaust about evil 
and man's goodness 



"I witnessed an execution where I was 
saved by righteous Christians," said Lisa 
Dcrman, 65, reflecting on her experiences 
during World War II.

For Holocaust Remembrance Week, 
which began April 28 and concludes May 
1, Derman spoke at Adlai E. Stevenson 
High School in Prairie View. A former 
member of the Jewish resistance during 
World War II, she spent her teenage years 
cither in a ghetto or doing sabotage work 
for the Polish underground. With others, 
she cut down electrical wires, telephone 
wires and participated in ambushes. 
Dcrman was there the day 10,000 Jews 
and political dissenters were lined up in 
front of pits and massacred. She was not 
quite 14 at the time. 

"They were going to kill me and my 
sister. A vicious ranger found us hiding in 
the woods. I le wanted to know what we 
were doing there. We told him that we 
came to collect some wood for the winter. 
At first he believed us and let us stay. But 
when he saw the scene of the execution, 
he was enraged with us because we are 
Jewish and we had told him a lie. So he 
said that we too must die with the rest of 
the Jews," she said. 

"He took us, but not to the pits, to the 
road to join up with the people who were 
being led to be killed, and drew a rifle. He 
had an ax behind his belt," Derman 
recalled. "He told us to walk straight and 
join the other people. The little path we 
walked on was bumpy, it had holes and a 
thin layer of ice covered the path. 

"My sister turned her head back, saw 
that he was a distance from us, so she told 



me to run in the field on a zig-zag, which 
saved us because he couldn't aim at us, 
but he was shooting at us. We were not far 
from him. He threw an ax In the field and 
it hit the back of my sister's leg. She was 
bleeding and we had to stop. We had a 
scarf we tied around her leg and we ran to 
the outskirts of town to hide. 

"Nobody would let us come in. By this 
time, my sister was bleeding profusely. It 
was just the two of us walking aimlessly 
with no place to hide. 

"We came to a house that had a barn 
and tried to run into the barn without 
being seen. There was a little window on 
the side of the house and a woman 
opened the door. We were terribly 
frightened that she would turn us away.

"This is what she said: 'You do not have 
to tell me where you are coming from. I 
know. God brought you to the right house. 
I'll save you.' I thanked the Christian 
woman. She took us In, gave us food and 
tended to my sister's wound. She, too, had 
two daughters exactly our age. 

"She opened the sleeper sofa , put us in, 
and left enough air for us to breathe. She 
kept us there the day of the massacre. I 
am alive today because there were good 
people who followed their conscience and 
true Christian teachings: Do not kill. Love 
thy neighbor. If there were more people 
like the righteous, more people would 
have survived," Derman said. 

Conscience is "a Jewish Invention," said

Is Cuba the Next Caribbean 
Vacation Hot Spot? 

by JIM WARNKEN, PRESIDENT

I remember my grandparents raving about their cruise to 
Havana. That was before Castro took power and the U.S. 
trade embargo virtually closed Cuba to American tourists for 
over 30 years. 

There are signs now, though, that we may again 
experience the beauty of this Caribbean Island Nation. 

With the demise of the Soviet Union, Cuba lost its largest 
trading partner. Now desperate for foreign capital, Castro 
has made tourism development a cornerstone of his 
country's survival. 

It is still unlikely that with Castro in power, the U.S. will be 
lifting trade sanctions against Cuba. However, there's some 
real money being bet that Castro may be stepping down 
soon. 

While you're not likely to get them to admit it publicly, 
virtually every major cruise line that has ships in the 
Caribbean already has the ground work set to include 
Havana as a port of call. 

One New York based cruise line, known as Special 
Expeditions, already has a tentative plan for a March 1993 
cruise from Belize to Antigua with a stop in Cuba, assuming 
the embargo has been lifted by then. 

SuperClubs, the all-inclusive hotel chain known to anyone 
who has visited Jamaica, has already opened a 1 60 room 
resort in Cuba and has another 250 room resort which will 
be called "Cuba Cuba" due to open early in 1993. 

Though technically in violation of the U.S. embargo, some 
Americans have taken advantage of a one-day $199 
package to Cuba from Jamaica offered by Sun Holiday 
Travel of Montego Bay. 

You can, however, visit Cuba now and stiii remain within 
the law if you have educational, journalistic or scientific 
objectives or have relatives in Cuba. 

The rest of us will just have to wait a little longer.

Hitler based his campaign for election 
on one main idea: "The masses arc 
receptive only to forceful 
expressions... Faith is harder to shake than 
knowledge. Love is less subject to change 
than respect Hatred is more lasting than 
dislike," he said. Believing the best way to 
halt Nazi violence was to elect its leaders 
to office, voters surrendered to pressure 
and made the "vulgar little corporal," as 
Hitler was called, dcr ftlhrer. 

A failed artist from a middle-class 
Austrian family, as a youth, Hitler was 
unemployed and lived in poverty. Under 
his leadership, Germany paid in blood for 
the 133,000 of 177,000 Frankfurt houses 
demolished and nine out of 10 houses in 
Nuremberg which were destroyed or 
severely damaged. 

On the night of May 10, 1933, students 
at the University of Berlin held a 
torchlight parade and threw 20,000 books 



intoabon fire to mark the end of the old 
era and to light up the new regime. Jews 
were legally banned from public resorts, 
parks and beaches. In July of 1933, 
laughing storm troopers arrested and 
paraded 3,000 Jewish storekeepers 
through the streets of Nuremberg and 
kicked some for moving too slowly. 
Townspeople cheered. 

In Stuttgart while citizens and Nazi 
soldiers laughed, 300 Jews were forced to 
lick the street. "A generation was being 
trained to accept atrocities without 
objection, to follow the state no matter 
where it led," said William Loren Katz in 
"An Album of Nazism," which he 
authored. 

Death camps. Ghettos. Numbers 
branded on skin. Showers where Zyklon-B 
gas was released. Screams. Workers 
removing gold from the teeth of the dead 
and carting their bodies off to huge ovens 
for burning. 

By 1945 when World War II ended, 29 
million soldiers and civilians were dead, 
including six million Jews. It was the 
result of the common interest before the 
self-interest, a popular propagandist 
slogan of the Third Reicht. Instead of 
emerging a victor, Hitler was defeated by 
the Allied forces, casting disgrace on the 
nation through its policies of genocide 
and slavery and ruining the reputation of 
a country other leaders had revered. 

Tuesday, students at Adlai Stevenson 
High School observed Holocaust 
Remembrance Week not only by 
reflecting on the events of World War II, 
but also on recent occurrences 
throughout the world. In addition to 
Derman, speakers included Ben Bearskin 
Sr. of the Winnebago Sioux Tribe who 
talked to students about Native American 
conflicts.

USA 
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Cutting 
Gardens 

If you'd like to turn your landscape 
Into a homescapc, try a cutting garden. 
Cutting gardens may contain just about 
any plant, tree, shrub or flower, as long 
as it's suited to grow in your environ- 
ment. And, the cuttings will brighten 
your home for the entire growing sea- 
son. 

Cutting gardens are relatively new 
to the United States, but they're rapidly 
increasing in popularity. They add nat- 
ural color and beauty to the landscape 
while growing outdoors and, once cut 
and moved indoors, add warmth and 
personality to any household. 

Growing a cutting garden is a 
unique practice because the garden is 
grown specifically to be cut and 
brought indoors for decoration. Once 
started, it is not difficult to maintain. 
But, it is important to start out right 
with healthy seedlings that are suited 
to your environment, fertile soil, ample 
sunlight and regular waterings. 

Planting the Cutting Garden 

As with any garden, only plants 
suited to your soil and climate will 
grow with health and little 
maintenance. Check with a local 
extension agent for a list of flowers, 
shrubs, trees and any other plants that 
arc well-suited to your region. Then, 
select a variety of plants from this list. If 
you're limited on garden space, select a 
few flowering plants with colors that 
coordinate with the interior of your 
house. A few colorful favorites that 
grow around the country arc marigolds 
zinnias, baby's breath, black-eyed 
Susans and geraniums. 

Once you've selected the plants for 
your cutting garden, you must select a 
good planting site and prepare the soil. 
Tor flower beds, choose a site that re- 
ceives at least six to eight hours of sun- 
light a day. The soil should drain well 
and be rich in nutrients. To organically 
add nutrients to the soil, apply three to 
she inches of peat moss or compost and 
a balanced organic fertilizer over the 
soil. Then, till or spade the area to a 
depth of eight to 12 inches. 
Now that the soil is ready, spread a 
landscape fabric over the bed. Experts 
recommend one that blocks sunlight 
and helps the soil retain moisture. 
When the fabric Is In place, cut small 
x's or circles in the fabric, then plant 
the seedlings directly into the soil. 
Water the seedlings weekly, about one 
to one and one-half inches, to ensure 
healthy growth. 

Cutting the Cutting Garden 

Once your plants reach maturity, 



Before you start planting your cutting garden select some 
of your annuals for potting. Make arrangements that 
compliment your flower beds and use them as accents on 



they can be cut for Indoor arrange- 
ments. But, before you head out to the 
garden, gather a pair of gloves, a sharp 
floral knife or scissors, and a clean 
bucket half-filled with lukewarm water. 
The best time to cut plants and flowers 
is early morning or early evening. Each 
stem must be cut at an angle then im- 
mediately placed stem-down in the 
bucket of water. Try to cut flowers with 
at least 10-inch stems, so that you can 
trim them as needed for your arrange- 
ment. When you've collected all the 
plants and flowers you want, carry your 
bucket of cuttings inside and spray 
them with an antitranspirant spray. 

Then, allow the flowers to stand in 
deep water in a cool place for several 
hours or overnight. 

Before arranging, trim each stem 
again, this time holding it under water 
while you cut. Cut it at a sharp angle to 
allow more surface area for water to 
enter. 



Arranging Fresh Flowers 

Before making your cutting ar- 
rangement, thoroughly clean your vase 
with bleach, then rinse it well. If your 
vase is large, you may want to place 
floral foam in the bottom to hold the 
stems in place. 

Begin by filling your vase with 
room-temperature water. The first 
flowers to use should be the tallest and 
the primary color in the arrangement. 
Always use odd numbers of each flower

or color to create a strong, visual 
pattern. 

Once the larger flowers are in place, 
add the secondary flowers of 
coordinating colors. Finish die 
arrangement by adding small accents, 
such as baby's breath, ornamental 
grasses or evergreen clippings. Then, 
place your arrangement anywhere in 
your home where it will receive plenty 
of fresh air, sunlight and praise from all 
who see it.

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Botanic Garden offers May gardening tips 



May is a good time to 
get out and start working 
in your garden. The Piant 
Information Service at the 
Chicago Botanic Garden 
has these May gardening 
suggestions. 

For outdoor garden- 
ing: 

•Plant sweet corn in 
mid-May. Planting 
several varieties with 
different maturity dates is 
suggested . 
• 'Plant snap beans, 
summer squash and New 
Zealand spinach in 
mid-May. 

•Thin carrots, beets, 
kohlrabi and late plant- 
ings of lettuce. 

Harvest green onions, 
lettuce and radishes. 

•Plant tomatoes, pep- 
per, eggplant, sweet 
potatoes and other 



warm-season crops near 
the end of the month. 

•Continue to harvest 
mature plantings of as- 
paragus and rhubarb so 
they will keep growing. 

•Plant annuals, 
perennial flowers and 
herbs near the end of the 
month. 

•When peonies reach 
10 inches in height, they 
should be staked or sur- 
rounded by a ready-made 
peony hoop, so the flow- 
ers will not lie on the 
ground. 

•Allow bulb foliage to 
die naturally in order to 
produce food for storage 
and next year's growth, 

•Finish uncovering 
and fertilize hybrid tea 
roses and tender peren- 
nials. 

•Monitor hybrid tea 



roses for fungal diseases, 
and use appropriate con- 
trol measures. 

•Prune most spring 
flowering shrubs like 
forsythia, viburnum and 
lilac immediately after 
they bloom. 

•Begin spray schedule 
to control diseases and 
insects on fruit trees. Do 
not spray fruit trees with 
insecticides while in 
bloom. 

•Begin planting trees, 
shrubs and fruit trees. 

•Control insects as 
they appear in the garden 
and on trees and shrubs. 

•Mow lawn to a height 
of 2 inches and remove 
not more than one-third 
of tne leaf blade with each 
mowing. 

•Fertilize lawn and 
apply broadleaf hcrbi-

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Planting 'perannuals 1 — the best of both worlds 



Some gardeners plant 
annual flowers exclu- 
sively; others insist that 
perennials are the only 
way to go. Both annuals 
and perennials boast 
their own unique advan- 
tages. 

Annuals are plants 
that complete their life 
cycle in one season and 
so must be replanted 
each year. Perennials 
keep coming back season 
after season. "Hardy" 
perennials come back 
even after a freezing 
winter. 

Annuals are a boon to 
the artistic gardener who 
enjoys coming up with 
new designs and color 
schemes each year. 
Annuals are also more 
showy and colorful than 
most perennials and they 
bloom ail season long. 

Perennials have 
minds of their own. They 
grow and spread and 
.multiply; some may take 
'over others and defy your 
original garden design. 
This expansion factor can 
be an advantage, too, 
since it gives you more 
plants. However, the work 
of dividing and relocating 



excess plants can rival the 
work of replanting annu- 
als each season. 

A general difference 
between most annuals 
and perennials is bloom- 
ing period. With annuals, 
what you see is what you 
get-growing a little taller, 
spreading a little wider, 
but basically blooming 
from spring frost to fall 
frost 

Most perennials, on 
the other hand, bloom for 
a relatively short period 
during the growing sea- 
son. 

Why not enjoy the best 
of both worlds with a 
"perannual" garden that 
Includes both? 

• Choose your location 
and prepare the soil at 
least two weeks before 
planting. This all impor- 
tant step can make or 
break your garden. 
Remove any sod, spade 
the soil to a depth of 
10-12 inches(decper 
where a large shrub such 
as a peony will be 
placed.) Spread several 
inches of peat moss, leaf 
mold or compost over the 
soil and mix it in 
thoroughly. 



• For most soils, use a 
standard 5-10-5 or similar 
fertilizer according to 
package recommenda- 
tions. Spade it in well at 
least two weeks before 
planting. 

• Note whether your 
location Is sunny or 
shady. Both annuals and 
perennials have their 
particular light 
preferences. 

• Research the peren- 
nials first, since they will 
be more or less perma- 
nent additions to your 
yard. 

• Check the light re- 
quirements, finished 
heights and spacing rec- 
ommendations for both 
your prospective annuals 
and perennials. 

• Sketch your design 
with taller plants in the 
background or at the cen- 
ter; shorter plants in the 
front or at the edges. Draw 
your yard to scale on 
graph paper and lay trac- 
ing paper over It to exper- 
iment with different de- 
signs. 

• Once you settle on 
your design, calculate the 
square footage for each 
different plant (Length 



times width for 
rectangles; 1/2 base times 
height for triangles; 3.14 
times the radius squared 
for circles.) 

• To find out how 
many plants to buy, mul- 
tiply the square footage by 
the"plants per- square- 
foot factor" that corre- 
sponds to your plant's 
spacing:

(For example, a 
five-squarc-foot bed of a 
plant that's spaced six 
inches apart would re- 
quire 20 plants.) 



• When planting, start 
with the larger hardy 
perennials and any hardy 
annuals you've chosen. 

• Finish your bed with 
a two to three-inch layer 
of an organic mulch sUch 
as bark chips, pine nee- 
dles, shredded leaves, 
peat moss or hulls.

Without trees, our 
communities can take on 
the same properties as the 
parched, sandy deserts. 
How we combat this trend 
is a matter of planning, 
planting, and progress, 
according to Steve 
Marzahl, president of 
Earth Industries, and reg- 
istered landscape archi- 
tect 

"In the middle of the 
summer, as you walk 
down the streets of any of 
our towns you can feci the 
heat radiating off of the 
hoods of cars. Blinding 
sun rays reflect off of store 
windows, asphalt surfaces 
feel mushy and 
everything looks dry," says 
Marzahl. 

Research shows that ■ 
without the "oasis effect" 
of trees and green spaces, 
urban areas grow hotter 
and dryer. As develop- 
ment continues, the ex- 
panding amount of paved 
surfaces causes the air to 
dry, and the demand for 



water by plants and peo- 
ple escalates. 

Trees planted to re- 
duce energy consumption 
around homes indirectly 
reduces water consump- 
tion. 

Without trees, resi- 
dents of any community 
increase their demand for 
water during the summer 
months. Lacking the cool 
shade from community 
trees, evapo-transplration 
rates increase, as does the 
demand for energy to air 
conditioning and the wa- 
ter consumers to meet 
those demands. 

"The amount of water 
needed for trees is in- 
significant compared to 
other domestic water de- 
mands," continues 
Marzahl. The average 
dally consumption of wa- 
ter in the home is ncarlv 
100 gallons per 1 person. A 
newly planted tree re- 
quires only 10 to 15 gal- 
lons of water per week — 
the equivalent of two to 



three toilet flushes. 

A post drought period 
is not the time to stop 
planting trees, but a time 
to plant drought tolerant 
species, and to conserve 
water to irrigate new and 
existing trees. 

You need to make the 
investment to maintain 
the trees that provide a 
landscape to look at and a 
natural energy saver as 
well. For every dollar 
spent to maintain trees, 
the benefits arc returned 
in air-conditioning sav- 
ings, dust reduction, the 
slowing of storm water 
runoff and a greater ap- 
preciation in property 
values. 

Established trees need 
an average of 1,000 gal- 
lons of water a year — the 
same amount that an av- 
erage person uses in 10 
days. However, sick trees 
are costly to treat Drought 
distressed trees are more 
susceptible to disease and 
insect infestations. The 



cost of treatments or re- 
moval can run as high as 
$2,000— much higher 
than the cost of the water 
to maintain their health. 
If you ever have to ration 
your water, to stop water- 
ing your lawn— a newly 
planted lawn takes only 
two months to 
re-establish, but an adult 
tree takes 15 to 30 years to 
replace. 

Planting trees in the 
"urban desert" requires an 
investment of time and

It Is important 
to plant drought-tolerant 
trees and care for them 
properly to keep costs low 
while keeping their bene- 
fits high. 

Water new trees once 
or twice a week during dry 
periods, applying water 
slowiy enough to allow it 
time to seep into the, soil 
instead of run-off. Also a 
two to four inch layer of 
mulch will reduce water 
demands by 75%. 

We can learn from 



those who live In desert 
climates. The people of 
Africa bordering the 
Sahara Desert have long 
battled long dry seasons. 
Our neighbors to the 
Southwest carefully tend 
to their newly planted 
trees, which represent liv- 
ing fences. 

The dryer It gets, and 
the more developed it gets 
we need to recognized that 
we have the responsibility 
to provide a healthier, 
greener community.

"There will be candidates for every of- 
fice on the county level and County Board 
to the state Legislature and, possibly, 
Congress," Link said in hinting at a sur- 
prise. A press conference will be held late 
next week to announce the choices. 

Democrats can be slated by caucus in 
races where there were no party candidates 
on the March ballot 

There is talk about someone to run 
against County Board Chairman Robert 
Depke for his Dist. 7 seat and state Rep. 
Robert Churchill (R-Lake Villa) in the 
62nd Dist. Churchill is Link's Republi- 
can party counterpart 

Churchill is anathema to Democrats 
because he helped engineer the redistrict- 
ing of Illinois based on the 1990 canes. 
Democrats were targeted in hopes of giv- 
ing Republicans a majority in both the 
House and Senate following the Novem- 
ber elections. One of the victims could be 
25-year Democratic state Rep. John 
Matijevich (D-North Chicago). He is 
pitted against incumbent state Rep. Vir- 
ginia Fiester Frederick (R-Lake Forest) in 



the heavily Republican new 51st Dist. 
This puts both in the fight of their 
political life. 

Another big race pits eight-year 
Democratic state Rep. Grace Mary Stern 
(D-Highland Park) against Republican 
state Sen. Roger Keats (R-Glcncoc) in the 
new 29th Senate Dist that straddles the 
Lake-Cook county line. Stern has always 
been a big vote getter in Republican Lake 
County. The Democratic party hopes she 
work her magic with the Cook County 
electorate. 

Two other Democratic unknowns have 
already been slated. 

In the race for state representative in 
the new 51st Dist former Buffalo Grove 
Mayor Vema Clayton has already been 
slated by the Republicans. She has a 
well-financed, well-oiled organization en- 
dorsed by county party co-chairman 
William Peterson. A state representative 
now running for state senator in the new 
26th Dist, he is also Vernon Twp. su- 
pervisor. All of this makes him a politi- 
cal giant in south Lake County. 

Taking on Clayton will be Barrington 
village President Ted Forsberg. Village 
leader since 1989, he was a trustee before. 
Instead of running for re-election, he has 
opted for a larger political playing field. 
The odds make him an underdog. 

However, Link is high on him just as 
Highland Park Atty . Lauren Gash. 

A pro-choice mother of two, Gash is 
the Democratic pick for state representa- 
tive in the new 60th Dist She is a one- 




time aid to Stem and state senators Paul 
Simon and Alan Dixon. 

Gash will take on Buffalo Grove 
businessman Charles Cardella, who won 
the Republican primary in March. 
Cardella won because two better known 
women — Edna Schadc and Deloris Axel- 
rod — waged an expensive, high profile 
battle. Cardella, who spent little money, 
but a reasonable amount of time cam- 
paigning, won virtually by default 

The other choices will be announced 
next week. 

Link feels the Democratic party nom- 
inees will be aided by U.S. Senate candi- 
date Carol Moseley Braun. She staged a 
surprise upset over incumbent Alan 



Dixon in the March primary. Braun is 
expected to have wide appeal in the 
November election. 

Between this and the supposed anti- 
incumbency mood of the electorate, there 
is dissatisfaction with the job of President 
George Bush. However, the Democrats 
are having problems within their own 
ranks selecting someone to lead them for 
president 

Still, Link thinks 1992 could be a 
magic year for his party. If his present- 
day enthusiasm carries over to the candi- 
dates and Nov. 10, Democrats could be 
sitting in front of their election night 
television making champagne toasts.

Fortunately this 
dreadful condition is eas- 
ily prevented. Medication 
given in the summer is 
now available and it is 
very effective, inexpensive 
and easy to administer. 
Dog owners should ask 
their veterinarians be- 
tween now and June to 
start the annual summer 
hcartworm prevention 
regimen.

New di- 
agnostic approaches are

Since the poorly 
formed hips eventually 
lead to development of 
arthritis, severly affected 
patients may benefit from 
antiinflammatory therapy 
for arthritis. Old and sev- 
erly damaged hips can be 
replaced with artificial 
implants. If diagnosed 
early enough, the joints 
may be modified by 
surgery, and in many 
cases a full cure is possi- 
ble.
